more real pleaſure in their eſtares, than they that have ten times 
a largerportian? and if a man look to his credit, ler any impar- 
tial man judge , whether it more advanceth a mans repuration , 
ſordidly to hoard up his riches to the diſhonour of Religion, his 
own ſhame and contempt ( whereby he live; lamented, and dies 
deſired) orgeneroufly to lay chem out in'ſuch waies as not only 
procure. him favour with God , bur reſpe& from men here, and 
at laſt a Crown of glory that fades not away ? and if a manaims 
ar poſtericy, methinks this Ciry hath afforded ſufficient experi- 
ments to convince any ingenuous man, that the lewing of valt

And 
as Gods Miniſtration to us under the Goſpel doth exceed thele- 
gal Miniſtration, ſo I know no reaſon why our Miniſtrarion ro 
God from our ſuperfluities ſhould nor. exceed theirs under the 
Law : And however men can eaſily deceive themſelves; here in 
things which concern. their profit, yet 1 doubt not when men 
ſhall at laſt come to-make a revievv of all their ations, their con- 
ſciences will jultly condemn them, nor only for theroral neg- 
le& of ſuch duties, bur alſo for the nor doing of them in a fit 
andfull proportion : For this g—_ occaſion , I ſhall ſay

ties have ſent forth diyers very hopefull perſons into the 
Miniſtry, and although beſides the ordinary allowances 
for Students there, divers exhibitions have been allow- 
ed by wel-willers to Religion and Learning, yet, all 
this notwithſtanding, there is ſtill. a greac famine of the 
Word in divers places, eſpecially in Ireland, Wales, 
&c. which are not: ſo likely to be > - and which 
are here ina ſpecial manner provided for. 

Anſw. 2, The main defign of this Hodet is not bare- 
ly to ſend forth Minifters , but to endeavour to ſend 
forth eminent Miniſters ; and whereas Univerficies are * 
and muſt needs be (nor doth it in the leaſt refle diſpa- 
agement uponthem) like Lotteries, whither Students 
of all ſorts come, ſome of good parts, and ſome of 
mean parts, and from whence ( through che negligence 
of Scugents, and their forwardnefle in encring into the 
Miniſtry ) divers come into the Miniſtry much unfur- 
niſhed, to the grief and ſcandal of their Univerficy-Go-
